tre  of  the  town.  One  of  the  dental  surgeons  left  your 
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Infectious  Disease  incidence  was  much  less  than  was 
estimated  for  a  war  time  period  involving  the  use  of  shelters. 
Scabies  unfortunately  has  shown  a  tendency  to  increase  and  I 
would  draw  your  attention  to  a  report  of  Dr.  Fleming,  the 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  on  page  8  .  Some  Head 

Teachers  describe  cases  of  "highly  strung  children"  and 
occasional  lack  of  sleep,  but  the  general  health  of  the  school 
children  remains  good.  The  number  of  children  taking  milk  at 
school  was  64$  of  the  total  in  attendance,  a  great  improvement 
upon  the  position  of  two  years  ago.  It  was  found  necessary 
to  change  the  supply  of  milk  during  the  year. 

Your  preparations  for  the  establishment  of  a  canteen 
providing  free  meals  were  advanced  and  it  was  planned  to  open 
the  Lodge  Estate  School  Canteen  in  January  1941.  Later  in 
1941  it  is  hoped  that  your  feeding  schemes  will  extend  to  the 
provision  of  another  centre,  and  to  the  setting  up  of  a  scheme 
whereby  children  may  pay  for  hot  meals  supplied  at  the  canteens. 
Such  a  scheme  will  be  of  great  value 'where  mothers  of  school 
children  are  at  work  of  national  importance  during  the  day. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Director  of  Education,  (Mr.  L. G. 
Rose)  and  his  staffs  for  supplying  certain  information  relevant 
to  this  report.  It  is  also  my  pleasant  duty  to  place  on 
record  acknowledgment  of  the  help  and  courtesy  which  I  have 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Education  Medical 
Services  Committee,  and  also  to  my  staff  for  their  efficient 
and  willing  service,  particularly  for  their  work  after  the 
November  raids.

I.  -  STAFF.  As  set  out  on  Page  One. 

II.  -  C  0- ORD IN  AT  I ON .  No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the 

arrangements. 

III. -  SCHOOL  HYGIENE.  The  Local  authority  having  completed  the 

programme  for  the  reconditioning  and 
improving  the  old  Council  Schools  in  the  Borough  have,  during 
the  year,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Education,  carried 
out  to  a  successful  conclusion  the  building  of  Hall  Green 
Road  Council  School  and  the  extensions  and  alterations  to 
Gharlemont  Council  School. 

The  opening  of  Hall  Green  Road  School  in 
^ugust  last  enabled  the  authority  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
temporary  wooden  Hutments  at  the  Joseph  Ed'ward  Cox  Council 
School  and  to  re-organise  the  three  schools  serving  the  new 
Housing  Estates  in  the  Gharlemont,  Hall  Green  Road  and  Friar 
Park  areas. 


The  School  accommodation  in  the  three  areas 
now  caters  for  p,  IfOO  and  the  Infants’  Department  at  J.  E.  Cox 
and  Hall  Green  Road  Schools  each  have  a  separately  equipped 
Nursery  Room,  whilst  at  Charlemont  School  there  is  a  fully 
equipped  Gymnasium  common  to  the  Senior  Boys’  and  Girls’ 
Departments,  the  pupils  attending  the  Junior  Evening  Institute 
and  for  activities  in  connection  with  the  Service  of  Youth 
Movement. 

IV. -  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

AND  TREATMENT.  The  usual  arrangements  were  carried  out.

Dental  Defects.  1940  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  the 

following  reasons 

(a)  Heavy  snowfall  in  January  with  consequent 
reduction  of  attendances. 

(b)  One  of  the  dental  surgeons  left  to  join  the 
Forces  and  was  not  replaced. 

(c)  The  onset  of  night  air-raids  especially 
affecting  morning  attendances. 

(d)  The  heavy  damage  to  the  main  clinic  in  November, 
which  meant  long  travelling  to  the  clinics  at 
Stone  Cross  and  Hallam  Hospital  for  the  children 
normally  attending  schools  in  the  central  port 
of  the  town. 

(e)  The  enormous  increase  in  the  work  of  the  M.  &  C .  V. 
Committee. 


The  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  actual 
dental  treatment  was  599?  as  compared  with  880  in  1959*  In 
all,  approximately  two  thirds  of  the  total  dental  work  done 
in  1959  was  carried  out  in  1940-  and  this  despite  the 
enormous  difficulties  cited  above.  It  will  be  necessary, 
if  at  ell  possible,  to  make  up  the  leeway  during  the  ensuing 
year.  Your  service  has  been  complete  in  the  past  few  years, 
end  especially  in  war  time  is  it  desirous  to  maintain  the 
usual  standards.  You  are  making  arrangements  to  restore 
the  normal  service  and  it  is  hoped  that  no  further  difficultie 
will  be  encountered. 


Orthopaedics  and  postural  defects.  The  treatment  of  these 
was  continued  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  J.B.  Leather, 
the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.

VIII.-  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the 

arrangements  for  the  control  of 
infectious  disease.  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  continued; 
158  children  completed  three  injections  of  T.  ■<*,  F.  Post- 
schick  tests  were  carried  out  in  5  cases,  all  being  negative. 
lf-88  N,&  T.  swabs,  taken  from  school  children,  were  examined 
bacteriologically  by  your  medical  officer,  of  these  77  were 
positive.

IX. -PROVISION  OF  MPlALSi  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  free 

milk  for  necessitous  undernourished 
children  continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  At  the 
end  of  December  1940,  229  children  were  receiving  free  milk, 
this  compares  with  208  for  the  previous  year. 

In  connection  with  the  supply  of  milk  to 
school  children,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  comparative 
table  below  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  taking 
advantage  of  the  assisted  milk  scheme.

Our  grateful  thanks  also  must  be  recorded  for  the 
continued  assistance  of  the  Poor  Children’s  7/elf  are  Society  and 
the  Rotary  Club,  The  former  arranged  for  five  children  to  be 
sent  to  the  Southport  Convalescent  Home,  three  for  a  period  of 
two  months  and  two  for  one  month.  In  addition  228  pairs  of 
boots  were  distributed  to  necessitous  children.

The  number  of  cases  to  benefit 
from  this  new  arrangement  was  eight.

Report  on  the  Junior  Practical  School. 

by  Miss  D.  (griffin,  (Headmistress). 

The  Junior  Practical  School  was  accommodated  at  the 
Hutments,  Friar  Park,  and  attendance  was  on  a  voluntary  basis 
throughout  the  Spring  of  1  9A0. 

On  the  completion  of  a  surface  shelter  in  the  play¬ 
ground  of  Bratt  Street  Schools  the  school  re-opened  for  full 
time  compulsory  attendance. 

Shelter  drill  was  taken  regularly  and  the  shelter 
was  used  for  lessons  when  it  was  felt  that  a  change  of 
surroundings  would  bring  better  results.  This  practice  was 
adhered  to  so  thoroughly  that  on  the  first  two  occasions  when 
the  sirens  sounded  in  school  hours,  the  School  was  already 
well  settled  in  the  shelter.  There  has  been  no  sign  of  fear 
on  the  occasion  of  Alerts;  and  even  after  all-night  Alerts  the 
attendance  has  been  good.  Gas  drill  has  also  been  taken  and 
the  masks  worn  for  periods  ranging  from  a  few  minutes  to  half- 
an  -hour. 

The  woodwork  master  who,  previous  to  the  war, 
attended  on  two  half-days  per  week  has-been  transferred  to 
war  industry;  therefore  with  the  willing  help  of  Mr.  Wareham, 

I  have  continued  the  woodwork  class  for  the  older  boys. 

Following  the  long  absence  from  regular  schooling, 
the  academic  side  was  found  to  have  deteriorated  but  with  the 
resumption  of  compulsory  attendance  this  was  soon  rectified. 
The  retesting  as  to  mental  ability  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  his  Assistants  throughout  the  year,  shows  that  the 
I.Q’s  remain  almost  constant  and  that  there  is  no  marked 
deterioration  due  to  war  conditions.

SCABIES  AMONGST  SCHOOL-CHILDREN  IN  1  9A0. 


The  incidence  of  scabies  amongst  children  attending 
the  school  clinics  in  1 940  showed  a  marked  increase  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  the  figures  being  nearly  doubled. 
Taking  the  bi-monthly  returns  for  1940  of  new  cases  treated 
at  the  clinics  in  comparison  with  those  of  1 939>  we  observe 
some  notable  contrasts:

Whereas  the  1  999  figures  tend  to  decline  from 
beginning  to  end,  those  of  1940  show  two'periods  of  higher 
than  usual  incidence,  one  in  the  spring  -  reaching  its  peak 
in  March  and  April  -  and  another  in  the  autumn,  trie  start  of 
an  upward  curve  whose  peak  was  not  reached  until  well  into 
the  following  year.  The  spring  excess  of  cases  was  doubt¬ 
less  due  to • the  children  having  been  out  of  school  much' of 
the  winter  -  or  at  best  attending  somewhat  desultorily  -  and 
so  not  under  normal  supervision,  with  the  result  that  early 
cases  were  not  Inspected  aDd  theparcsite  infected 
several  members  of  a  family  before  treatment  was  commenced. 
Then  in  the  autumn  the  public  air-raid  shelters  revealed 
themselves  as  hotbeds  of  acarine  infection;  for  large  sections 
of  the  population  were  crowding  together  in  confined  spaces 
at  a  period  of  the  twenty-four  hours  when  the  parasite  is 
most  active,  and  often  whole  families  were  infected  in  a 
single  night. 

Ninety  three  of  the  year’s  cases  in  which  complete 
records  of  diagnosis,  progress,  and  final  cure  were  available 
have  been  analysed.  They  show  the  following  features  as 
regards  duration  and  severity  of  infection.

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It  will  be  seen  that  over  half  the  cases  Iy7% )  remained 
infected  over  a  period  of  one  month  and  longer.  ‘as  many  as 
11.8/6  could  not  be  pronounced  cured  for  as  long  as  three  months 
or  more.  Six  cases  suffered  two  fresh  infections  in  the  course 
of  the  year;  one  was  infected  three  times.  Thirty-four  (36.5^0} 
of  the  cases  were  secondarily  infected*  Compared  with  the 
cases  of  the  spring,  those  occurring  in  the  autumn  were  found 
on  the  whole  to  be  more  severe,  more  refractory  to  treatment, 
and  more  often  secondarily  infected. 

Treatment  consisted  in  the  application  of  a  sulphur 
and  ammoniated  mercury-containing  ointment  made  up  according 
to  a  formula  supplied  by  the  Birmingham  Skin  Hospital.  This 
was  issued  to  the  patients  in  small  amounts  sufficient  for 
three  or  four  applications,  together  with  instructions  regarding 
disinfectant  baths  (the  disinfectant  to  be 'obtained  from  the 
Sanitary  Office),  and  the  stoving  of  the  bedding.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  no  ointment  was  issued  at  the  clinics  and 
the  patients  were  merely  advised  to  purchase  the  ordinary 
sulphur  ointment  at  a  chemist’s  shop.  However,  it  was  found 
that  some  failed  to  do  this  whilst  others  acquired  a  sulphur 
dermatitis,  and  so  in  April  the  issue  of  the  special  ointment 
was  commenced.  This  produced  more  satisfactory  results. 

Eleven  of  the  cases  were  sent  into  Hal lam  Hospital  for  treatment 
and  were  mostly  discharged  after  about  four  weeks.  Many  others 
would  doubtless  have  had  their  infection  greatly  curtailed 
could  they  have  been  admitted  to  Hospital,  but  the  restriction 
of  admissions  on  account  of  air-raid  casualties,  or  the  closure 
of  the  children’s  ward  owing  to  infectious  disease,  precluded 
such  treatment. 

In  the  writer’s  opinion  the  repeated  re-infection  was 
clearly  due  to  the  persistence  of  infection  particularly  amongst 
those  older  members  of  the  family  who  would  not  come  under  the 
supervision  of  the  school  clinic.  Several  factors  make  this 
difficult  to  eradicate.  One  is  the  fact  that  the  workers  of 
the  family,  often  engaged  in  activities  of  national  importance, 
are  reluctant  to  consult  their  doctors  for  fear  that  they  may  be 
prevented  from  going  to  work.  Another  is  the  inadequacy  of  the 
ordinary  domiciliary  treatment  in  a  severe  generalised  infection. 
A  third  is  the  difficulty  of  rendering  the  bedding  free  from  the 
parasite,  in  spite  of  stoving,  when  it  is  constantly  being 
re-infected  by  different  members  of  the  family.
